In 
his celebrated lecture on the lost arts 
Wendell Phillips says that the an- 
cients had all the tools and mechani- 
cal appliahoes that we have. and many 
that we have lost. He even claims 
that the steam railroad and electric. 
telegraph were used at the building 
of the pyramidé. However high the 
intellect of man may have reached in 
those early days, all the systems of 
civilization previous to ours were 
mere bubbles upon the great sea of 
popular igo and superstition, 
mere islands in the ocean of life. 
Homer wrote the greatest of poems 
in à land that was afterwards swept 
by savages. Egypt built the ever- 
lasting pyramid«, and her children 
have gone back to barbarism. Greece, 
the mother of orators and sculptors, 
and Rome, the birthplace of immortal 
painters, were spots of light in an un- 
appreciative wilderness, aod they were 
extinguished. Now) on the contrary, 
the seeds of scientific investigatioo 
have spread over whole \continents. | ., 
Instead of listening to priests the peo- 
ple ask for reasons, and although we 
have not Homer we beve armies of 
patient workers, and the little islands 
havé grown and strengthened until} 
they present to the waves of bigotry 
and ignorance rock bound continents 
to beat against, and if one poiot is 
undermined another is pushed ont, 
and the mainland is constantly en- 
croathing upon the floods. On the 
the continents thus reclaimed the 
structures of mechanical invention, of | 
art, of literature, and poetry will con- 
tinus to rise in peace and quiet, and 
it seems safe to predict tnat our pres 
ent growth will continue forever, un- 
less some gevlogical catastrophe to 
the earth's climate destroys our intel- 
lectual development.

A dispatch from New York, dated 
11th, says: “Messrs Mathey, Kustel 
and Riotte, ot this city, have recently 
made some very interesting experi- 
ments oa conceotrating low-grade 
ores forwarded by the managers of the 
Sutro tunnel. These experiments 
have been very satisfactory. Speci. 
mens were received from the Savage, 
Hale aud Norcross, Consolidated Vir- 
ginia and California. By the Krom 
process and subsequent wet concea- 
tration 100 tons were concentrated 
into four aod three-quarters tons at a 
cust ot Slaton. It cost $10 a ton to 
work the cvocentrated ores, making 
iess than $150, azainst 6800 under the 
wid process. The 100 tons, confining 
by assy, $1,992, by this process 
yielded €1,506.” 

The Katerprise siys this ore was 
sont Eut about cighteen mouths ago. 
Why they have been so long about 
working it, or, at least, about making 
returns, we do not learn. Since it 
paid-at the rate of over $15 per ton, it 
was not, after all, of very low grade. 
That which is of the most value in the 
report is the fact that 100 t ms can be 
reduced to four aud three-quarters 
tons at a cost of 81 per ton, and that 
the material so cvacentrated can be 
worked for $10 per ton, 

If the above results can be obtained 
in New York, those almost as good 
should be attainable here on the 
lruckee river, and ore assaying from 
#3 ta $5 per ton could then be worked 
to a profit.
